DECLO, July 2B— NO Inquest will 
be held In the electrocution of Adam 
Pclerion. 59-year-old Dccl» farmer. 
Coroner Vem D. Mcculloch jald to- 
day. Peterson wan Instantly killed 
Sunday morning when he touched 
B fallen power line cnrrj'lntt 3,200 

The body Is nt a funeral home 
pending funeral arrangement,-!. Feti 
Peterson, a brollier. Is enroutc Iron 
San Francisco to Decio to handli 
funeral arrangements. 

Peterson waa accompanied by hli 
Eliler. Esllier Peterson, when thi 
accident occurcd on his farm Iwi 
and one-half miles northeast of Dec- 
io at about 7 a, m. Sunday. Hi 
just completed his chorea and 
returning tn the farmhousn when, 
passing a canal bank, he no 
■ the wire which apparently had 
broken when a nearby tree was 
led In a wind and thunderstorm 
urday night. 

Reason tor the tree having (alien 
was that a beaver had chewed the 
bottom of 11. according to Deputy 
Sheriff Earl Allen. Miss Peterson 
ran a quarter of a mile to the David 
Hatfield home tor help nfte; 
tempting to release her brother from 
the wire. She received an electric 
shock when she gripped his clothing. 
The power line was owned by the 
South Side Beetrlc Line company. 
Dcelo, of which Peterson was a 
stockholder. 

Mcculloch warned all persons to 
report fallen wires and lo avoid 
touching them. He Investigated at 
th» scene of the mishap with Dep- 
uty Gherlft Earl Alleti. 

Peterson was born March 15. 1B87, 
In Salt Lake City and camo to Cas- 
sia county SO years ago. He hu been 
living on his Decto farm since IBPO.

The return ot federal rent control 
means that rent Increases Imposed 
since June 30 aie now Illegal a " 
landlords are prohibited from pi 
ceedlng with evictions tliat do not 
comply with OPA trqulrenienL-! 
Barney M. Pellum, arei rent control 
director, eald Monday. 
Two important exceptions apply 
ic renewed controls, he ciplalne 
1 coses In which renls hlshcr than 
the OPA ceilings were palil covering 
the period, while ronlroli 
p ended, landlords are not 
to refund the exee.u amou 

Tenants actually evicted during 
the Interim period may not regain 
possession even though the eviction 
might have been on grounds not 
specified In rent regulation. Pellum 
aid. 

"Any question about rent matters 
should ba referred to the sr 
office," Pellum remarked, 
guiding principle, however. Is that 
all rent provisions that sere In ef- 
fect June 30 are ettccllie now." 

Pellum explained that the tcdern 
act expressly slates that federn 
rent control supersedes local an< 
aUte laws so that any local or stall 
legislation In effect during the In- 
terim that alolwed rentals hlghei 
than OPA ceilings has lost Us effec- 
tiveness.

Peace Conference 
Delegates Warned 
Confab Important

PARIS, July 29 (U.P.) — Europe'a 21-nation peace conference opened today with a warnlnff 
by Georges Bidaiiit of France that, the treaty makem must do a better job than was done at 
Vor.'^ailles and a pleii by H, V. Evatt of Australia for equal rights for little countries at this 
meeting. 

The fir-it scasion of the first peace conference after the second world wOir waa called to 
order in Luxembourg palace at 4:14 p. m. (11 :14 a. m. EDT.) It was adjourned at 6:21 p. m. 
(12:31 p. m. EDT.). 

Bidaiilt, preniier-iiresident and foreiKn miniHter of France, welcomed the delegates as 
host- He asHured them that Fraiicc was ready for full cooperation with all democratic na- 
tioij.4 in worliinfT toward nn cjidnring peace, 

Bidault spoke of the tcrrora at Versailles, when the treaty-drafting after World war I 
was going on. and said it was up to the present aggregation of stateamen to do "a better and 
more lasting job."

Siberia's huge meteorite, which 
stntck the earth U years and one 
day before the explosion of the first 
atom bomb ot Bikini, was recently 
discussed. Another mcLcorltlc bomb, 
surely tar mightier than the Siber- 
ian, roared from the skies in pre- 
historic times and tore out the Im- 
mense crater In the level desert 
plains of Arizona 3D miles from 
WlniloB. 

Meteor crater In Arliona Is today 
a hole almost a mile In diameter, 
800 feet deep and with an elevated 
rim about ISO feet above the sur- 
rounding plain. The level strata 
ot sandstone and limestone, w 
underlie Ihe surfice In this gci 
locality outside the crater, have 
aide been crushed and tilted 
depth ol approximately 1.000 
Much of this hu been ground 
a white and exceedingly tine ■■ 
flour."

Joseph Ciirrnii, president ot thp Nullonal 
Maritime union. Is Che lutcst union leader to 
Join the lenclcrshlp ot whnt might be called 
the Revolt of the Suckers. Recently CIO 
President Plilllp Murray rebuked the commu- 
nists for tlielr Infiltration tactics. Then 
Worrii Munster resigned a.; liead ol the CIO 
(urnlturo workpr.s a.s a protest against com- 
munist control of his union. Now Mr. Curran 
has lashed out aRalnst the same state of 
affairs In the NMU's higher echelons. 

Mr. Curran spoke In no uncertain terms. 
Among other things, he called the recent 
NMU elections "one of the worst machine 
Jobs I have seen." He charged the commu- 
nists with withholding from the membership 
Information on the state of their own union. 

Ho accused them ot putting parasitic fol- 
lowers on the payroll and running the union 
Into the red, ot trying to make their blessing 
a prerequisite to holding union office, of dis- 
crediting anyone who opposed them, and of 
breaking their promise to allow the rank and 
ille to control the union. 

This la substantially the atory of com- 
munist tactics In every union where they 
have managed to seize a strong hold. 

It is evident that the communists In the 
labor movement think they're smart. They 
have absorbed the Russian revolutionary 
technique which emphasizes discipline, se- 
crecy, tight organization and unremitting 
wort. They obviously believe that the rank 
and Ille can be led or pushed, rallied by song 
and slogan, and made to swallow any pre- 
posterous atory that suits the leaders' pur- 
pose, so long as It la told loudly and often 
enough. 

This may hare worked well enough In Rus- 
ala and some other countries. But here the 
communlats have made several bad mlstaki 
Vhlch are now catching up with them. 

They evidently thought that energy was a 
substitute for resourcefulness, and that disci- 
pline takei the place of adaptability. They 
overlooked the lact that the "dopes" and 
"suckers" might succeed In electing aome of 
their own ottloen who wouldn't forever come 
to heeL 

Most 0* all, p«r1iapfl, they forgot that they 
«ere up against a different lort of rank and 
Ille. Sure, the rank and file and some lead- 
en. Ilk* Mr. Curran, hare played along with 
th* communlau. But the rank-and-file 
lAmerlcan can be pushed Just so far and fool- 
ed Juat so many times. He can also be 
auaplcloua and alert. He Is literate. And he has 
Bmple sources of Information In a country 
where Inquiry and speech are free. 

During the war, when the communists were 
lying low, the rank and file seemed to wise 
up. Today the same old line and tactics (and 
the communists seem to lack the Imagina- 
tion to develop new ones) Just aren't going 
over. The Revolt of the Suckers Is under way.
